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CAMPAIGNERS fighting Essex County 
Council’s proposal to withdraw fund¬ 
ing for nearly 50 lollipop patrols are 
celebrating after the plans were 
shelved. 

All but seven of the threatened school 
crossing patrols will be saved follow¬ 
ing Tuesday’s annoucement by Rodney 
Bass, the cabinet member responsible 
for highways and transportation. 

The seven patrols that will be sacri¬ 
ficed are at traffic-light operated ‘peli¬ 
can’ crossings, four of which are cur¬ 
rently vacant. All patrols at zebra 
crossings will be kept. 

The decision has delighted Harlow 
lollipop lady Jane Chivrall, who has 
been helping children arriving and 
leaving Potter Street Academy, in 
Carters Mead, cross the road safely for 
almost 20 years. 

Mrs Chivrall led the campaign 
against the cuts, winning the support 


of Harlow MP Robert Halfon after he 
read about her crusade in the Star. 

“We’re absolutely thrilled the county 
council has changed their decision for 
the safety of the children across Essex,” 
she said this week. “I’d like to say thank 
you to Robert and to everyone who has 
shown their support.” 


Mr Halfon, who has been made an 
‘honorary’ lollipop man for his support 
which included raising the issue in the 
House of Commons, told the Star: 
“This is great news. The lollipop men 
and women of Harlow are real heroes. 

“We mounted a big campaign in 
Parliament and in the streets through 


a petition and made a significant rep¬ 
resentation to the House of Commons, 
“I think that we should congratulate 
Jane Chivrall who has spearheaded the 
campaign. I am proud to have served 
alongside her and worked with her.”

Abduction alert

A DRIVER who attempted to pull a 
12-year-old schoolgirl into his car 
while she was walking in The 
Dashes, Harlow, on Monday 
afternoon is being hunted by 
police.

We need to arrest this 
man and find out the motive 
behind his disturbing actions.” 

The man is described as white, in 
his mid-40s with short black hair 
and a sweeping fringe. He is of 
average build, approximately 5ft 
5ins tall and has a prominent nose.

Suzy Stride, Labour’s 
parliamentary candidate for 
Harlow, said: “I am very pleased 
that Essex County Council has 
seen sense on this and have 
finally agreed to not cut school 
crossing patrols. 

“After months of campaigning 
by the local community and 
councillors I welcome the 
U-turn by the Conservative 
administration. 

“School crossing patrols provide 
a vital service to people in Harlow 
and people across Essex and 
cutting them would risk 
children’s lives.” 

The initial proposals were to 
save money and suggested axing 
funding for 55 lollipop patrols - 
meaning that schools or local 
sponsors would have to fund 
them if they were to be retained.

County councillor Mike 
Mackrory, leader of the Liberal 
Democrat group at County Hall, 
said: “It is a pity this decision 
wasn’t made at last Tuesday’s full 
council when our motion calling 
on the cabinet member [Cllr Bass] 
to abandon his proposal to 
withdraw funding for school 
crossing patrols, was rejected by 
the Conservative administration. 

He added: “This is a 
monumental U- turn of 
spectacular proportions.”

Michael McFarlane, 58, was 
arrested in Pittman’s Field a few 
hours after a man was attacked 
in a flat in Hailing Hill in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

Mr McFarlane appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court 
on Tuesday and was remanded 
in custody. 

The court scheduled a plea 
and case management hearing 
for for July 28. 

The alleged victim, who is 
aged in his 50s, is said to be in a 
stable condition in hospital.

State education system is 
definitely in need of reform 

SIR Further to your report about the think 
tank of school heads drawing up an 
education manifesto (Star, May 15), we 
were pleased to read this article because 
the education system definitely needs 
reforming. 

We give our full support to Passmores 
Academy headteacher Vic Goddard in his 
aim to bring in this reform. 

We would like to say as part of local 
history that Mr Goddard gave his full 
support in vacating Passmores School from 
its previous site and creating a 
‘superschool’ on the old Brays Grove site. 

At that time there was a debate raging 
under the Labour government about 
changing the comprehensive system of 
education into academies. Mr Goddard 
was one of the first heads to accept 
academy status; other comprehensives in 
Harlow followed his lead. 

Today he, along with other heads, seem to 
be backtracking. When he and the other 
heads that form The Headteachers’ 
Roundtable meet they need to include at 
their meetings the National Union of 
Teachers because teachers are up in arms 
about their pay and conditions of 
employment. 

Currently there is a national agreement 
for teachers’ pay. The threat to teachers is 
‘pay by results’, placing teachers at the 
mercy of school governors and heads. 

We need to remind ourselves of what has 
happened to democracy in education. The 
removal of levels of democracy makes 
academies unaccountable to local 
authorities. 

Michael Gove, the Secrtetary of State for 
Education, has an anti-democratic attitude 
to education. 

After Gove’s recent visit to Harlow there 
were no reports to say he had met Mr 
Goddard to discuss any concerns about 
education. Gove needs to know that we 
want all schools to be good schools, 
employing qualified teachers and working 
together, not in competition. 

Gove has taken £400m from the basic 
needs budget for state education to prop 
up his free schools programme. We would 
like to give our full support to teachers in 
state education. The first step in any 
reform of education is that Gove must go.

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Prime Minister visits 
college and new UTC

THE Prime Minister praised Harlow 
College as “inspiring” during a visit on 
Monday. 

David Cameron, who arrived with an 
entourage of bodyguards and advisors, 
spoke to students in the automotive 
engineering department and was given 
a tour of the new Sir Charles Kao 
University Technical College during the 
two-hour visit. 

Mr Cameron also voiced his opinion 
on some of the biggest issues facing 
Harlow - including how to tackle the 
town’s housing shortage, street lighting 
and the upcoming local and 
European elections. 

Speaking to the Star, Mr 
Cameron described the visit to 
Harlow College as “fascinating” 
and “inspiring” and said he was 
“very impressed” with what the 
college was doing. 

He said: “The college is obvi¬ 
ously at the cutting edge of pro¬ 
viding the range of things that you 
need in terms of 16-18 year olds.” 

He added: “We’ve got a nation¬ 
wide target of training two mil¬ 
lion apprentices under this 
Government, we’ve done 1.7m 
and Harlow is definitely doing its share 
from everything I’ve seen today.” 

Of the UTC, Mr Cameron said: “I think it 
will be a major addition to Harlow’s edu¬ 
cational landscape, and a really positive 
one for young people, parents, and local 
employers.” 

During the visit, Mr Cameron told the 
Star that Government schemes like Help 
to Buy have helped to stimulate the hous¬ 
ing market and would be key to tackling 
Harlow’s housing shortage. 

He said: “It was put to me very clearly 
that builders won’t build, if buyers can’t 
buy. And the buyers couldn’t buy because 
the lenders wouldn’t lend so I thought it 
was right for the Government to step in. 
We will help hardworking people in 
Harlow and elsewhere who can afford a 
mortgage but can’t get the deposit togeth¬ 
er to be able to buy a home or a flat. 



“There’s no doubt in my mind that Help 
to Buy has helped to get the housing mar¬ 
ket moving again and that’s good news.” 

The Prime Minister said where housing 
went would ultimately be determined by 
local authorities via their local plan. 

He said: “I think we all need to recog¬ 
nise as a country we need to build more 
homes. And housing starts are up 20 odd 
per cent in the last year so the signs are 
more positive but we do need to get on 
with it.” 

When quizzed about Conservative-led 
Essex County Council’s decision to turn 
off street lights, he said that although is 
was an important issue it was one that 
should be determined locally. 

“I don’t think the Prime Minister should 
intervene and say this street lighting poli¬ 
cy is the right one or this street lighting 
policy is the wrong one,” he said. 

Ahead of today’s elections, Mr Cameron

told residents to “think carefully” before 
voting. 

He said Conservatives will provide bet¬ 
ter services at a lower cost and pointed out 
that council tax went up under Labour.

ORGANISERS of Harlow Foodbank are 
celebrating after securing a sponsor¬ 
ship deal for its “lifeline” delivery van. 

The two-year deal has been agreed 
with Places For People, the developers 
behind plans to build thousands of new 
homes on countryside north of Harlow. 

The foodbank provides emergency 
food packages for families and individu¬ 
als in and around the town during times 
of crisis. 

Last year more than 65 tonnes of food 
was donated to the foodbank which in 
turn distributed three days worth of 
emergency food to 3,759 adults and chil¬ 
dren. 

The van is driven by volunteers three 
times a week and is used to collect food 
from various drop-off points around the 
town to deliver it to the warehouse 
where it is stored before being distrib¬ 
uted. 

It has also been used in emergency 
cases to deliver food parcels to the most 
vulnerable people who are unable to 
leave their homes. 

Gary Knott, director of community 
services for Harlow Foodbank, said: 
“The van has become an absolute life¬ 
line for our day-to-day work. 

“We’re seeing growing numbers of 
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people turning to Harlow Foodbank and 
this sponsorship will ensure that we can 
continue to get emergency food to those I.. 
families in need.” ^ 

He added: “Local businesses help to 
provide vital support to the foodbank 
and we are very grateful to Places for 
People for their support.” 

The foodbank was set up in April 2009 
and since then has helped 10,000 people 
referred by registered care agencies. 

Earlier this year the charity said the 
support of the public was vital as refer¬ 
rals had risen by 59 per cent compared 
to the same period last year. 

The main reasons for referrals are 
delays in benefits, low income, home¬ 
lessness, debt, unemployment, domes¬ 
tic violence and sickness.

Two killed as car bursts 
into fire in Ml 1 pile-up 



A BROTHER and sister died when the car 
in which they were travelling burst into 
flames after hitting a horsebox on the Mil 
between Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford. 

As the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday) police had not named the 
two victims of the accident as they were 
still waiting for formal identification to 
take place. 

However, they have said they were a 
53-year-old man from the Netherlands and 
his 45-year-old sister from Kent. 

The accident happened on the north¬ 
bound carriageway of the motorway short¬ 
ly after 2pm on Thursday. 

Five vehicles - three cars, a lorry and a 
horsebox - were involved in the pile-up 
which closed the motorway to northbound 
traffic between junctions seven and eight 
for 14 hours. 

The two people who died were travelling 
in a Toyota car that was struck by a number 
of other vehicles before colliding with the 
rear of the Mercedes horsebox which was 
taking five horses to the Newmarket race¬ 
course. 

According to eyewitnesses, the car burst 
into flames on impact. Both occupants 
died at the scene. 

Calum Brown, 16, of Jenkins Lane, 
Bishop’s Stortford, rushed to the scene 
after his mum, Sue, saw smoke coming 
from behind their home. 

“I was doing revision for my A-levels 
when my mum said there was a lot of 
smoke from down the fields,” he said. “I 
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looked out of the window and saw the fire 
was coming from the motorway.” 

He added: “There was a massive traffic 
jam. There must have been over 100 emer¬ 
gency service people and there were horses 
on the motorway 

“There was lots of noise and sirens and 
there were helicopters landing on the 
motorway” 

Two other people were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital at Cambridge. 

A 23-year-old woman from Cyprus, who 
was catching a flight from Stansted Airport, 
was flown to the hospital by air ambu¬ 
lance. She was a passenger in a Jaguar car 
being driven by a 49-year-old man from 
Romford who suffered head injuries and 
was taken to hospital by land ambulance. 
Both have since been released. 

The drivers of the lorry, the horsebox and 
a Vauxhall van sustained minor injuries. 

Police said the driver of the lorry was 
arrested on suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

The 49-year-old man from Staffordshire 
was questioned and later released on police 
bail until September 15 while enquiries 
continue.

Hospice refurb offers 
a ‘home from home’

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A MAJOR refurbishment of St Clare 
Hospice was officially unveiled on 
Tuesday. 

The £472,000 Space to Breathe project 
has transformed the day therapy and 
community facilities to complement the 
previous renovation of the inpatient 
unit day. 

The work, which was completed in 
March, was funded through a capital 
grant from the Department of Health 
and has allowed the hospice to create a 
“comfortable home away from home”. 

Hospice chief executive Tanya 
Curry said: “We want people to feel 
comfortable and relaxed when they 
are here. 

“If patients are relaxed and happy 
you can get the best out of them. We 
didn’t want the hospice to feel clini¬ 
cal or dark and gloomy; the rooms 
are all light, airy and functional.” 

The refurbishment has allowed the 
day therapy facilities in the original 
farmhouse to double in floor space. 
They include a reception desk, patient 
lounge and disabled toilet facilities. 

The conversion of the former garages 
has added additional rooms used for 
creative therapy. 

Five consulting rooms have also been 
provided including hairdressing and 
complementary therapy in properly 
designed and equipped areas. 

An upgraded family room and a 
remodelling of the dining room and 
visitors’ kitchen as well as a new patient 



bathroom all form part of the refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The work was carried out following 
discussions with patients, families, vol¬ 
unteers, staff, trustees and other stake¬ 
holders. All the hospice’s services rem¬ 
ained open while the refurbishment 
work was carried out. 

Ms Curry said: “I think it is so much 
easier for staff and patients now. Staff 
can look after people effectively. 

“I think in terms of putting teams of

staff together it allows them to talk and 
share information which is great. 

“It has made a huge difference. It’s all 
about space and making people com¬ 
fortable in a home away from home.”

Betty Mansfield, 79, of Sumners, and 
Dolly Slack, 75, of Staple Tye, have been 
attending the hospice once a week as 
part of a 12-week programme. 

Ms Mansfield said: “I’m going to miss it 
when the programme is over. It is a 
lovely place and we have made friends 
here. It’s just a lovely place to come to.” 

Ms Slack added: “It’s comfortable and 
nice. We would come more often if we 
could and we’d keep coming back. It’s a 
lovely space.”

Chiefs plan to put 
an extra 500 police 
officers on the beat 


HUNDREDS of officers are being put back on 
the beat as part of a shake-up of police 
resources. 

Specialist firearms, roads policing and pub¬ 
lic order officers are being switched to local 
policing as part of the plan drawn up by Essex 
Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh with the 
agreement of police and crime commissioner 
Nick Alston. 

The changes, which wil come into effect on 
September 1, follow a comprehensive review 
of resources throughout the county. 

“I believe the public of Essex want policing 
delivered locally,” said Mr Kavanagh. “For me 
it is about locally based, locally accountable, 
locally led officers, police community support 
officers and staff delivering across a range of 
response, investigation and engagement 
responsibilities. 

“To invest 500 officers in local policing I will 
align about 400 centrally controlled response 
officers to the local policing teams and make 
carefully considered reductions to our fire¬ 
arms, roads policing and public order capa¬ 
bilities.” 

The force will retain 103 officers - three 
inspectors, 20 sergeants and 80 constables - 
providing round-the-clock coverage on the 
road network, supported by a casualty reduc¬ 
tion team of one staff manager, four ser¬ 
geants, 12 constables and 12 police staff inves-

tigators and a specialist road investigation 
team of one inspector, five sergeants, 21 con¬ 
stables and three civilian investigators. 

The firearms team will retain 85 officers - 
one inspector, nine sergeants and 75 consta¬ 
bles - but the main change will be in public 
order. Currently the force trains 325 officers in 
specialist tactics and they are spread across 
teams around the county. The force will retain 
50 officers in a specialist public order team. 

In all, around 60 officer posts will be removed 
from the specialist units, saving around £3m. 

Mr Kavanagh said: “These changes support 
my commitment, shared with the police and 
crime commissioner, to ensure Essex has a 
strong and effective local policing model. 

“Essex Police will continue to have named 
officers as key points of contact for local com¬ 
munities, supported by locally based PCSOs 
each with designated beats to patrol.” 

This week the constabulary launched a drive 
to recruit new constables who Mr Kavanagh 
said were vital to a “strong and vibrant force”. 
He also said he planned to transform the way 
the public access police services with online 
crime reporting and use of the latest technol¬ 
ogy to ensure officers spend more time on 
visible patrol.

Charity backs 
call to get cats 
microchipped 

CAT owners in Harlow 
are being encouraged to 
get their pets chipped. 

The Harlow, Epping 
Forest and District 
branch of Cat’s 
Protection is supporting 
National Microchipping 
Month, which takes place 
during June. 

Microchipping is a safe 
and permanent means of 
identification which 
increases the chances of 
a missing cat being 
reunited with its owner, 
but about 85 per cent of 
strays that come into the 
care of the branch are 
not tagged. 

Branch co-ordinator 
Sue Harris said: “When a 
cat comes into our care, 
the first thing we do is 
look for some sort of 
identification, including 
scanning for a chip. 

“In a lot of cases there is 
no microchip so we have 
to trawl lost and found 
registers and advertise 
the cat as missing. It’s a 
very time consuming 
process with no 
guarantee that we will 
ever locate the owner, 
despite our best efforts. 

“And yet all of these 
problems could be solved 
by a tiny chip no bigger 
than a grain of rice.”

Company director 
guilty of benefit 
fraud is ordered 
to repay £10,000 

A BUSINESSMAN from Harlow has 
been ordered to carry out unpaid work 
after claiming more than £10,000 in 
benefits while running a company. 

Steven Fry, 38, of Freshwaters was 
found guilty at Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court on Monday of failing to tell 
Harlow Council he was a company 
director. 

The court was told that Fry also failed 
to declare seven personal bank accounts 
which at one point held a total of more 
than £32,000 and did not tell the author¬ 
ity his circumstances had changed 
when he got married. 

For a period of 19 months - between 
October 3,2011 and March 31,2013 - Fry 
claimed £7,891 in housing benefit and 
£2,301 in council tax benefit which he 
has now been ordered to repay. 

He also received a community pun¬ 
ishment order for 12 months and was 
ordered to carry out 130 hours of unpaid 
work in the community. He must also 
pay £1,200 towards the council’s costs 
and a £60 victim surcharge. 

Speaking after the hearing, a Harlow 
Council spokesman said: “The council 
takes benefit fraud extremely seriously. 
Claiming benefit which you are not 
entitled to is effectively stealing money 
from taxpayers. 

“The council will always prosecute 
anyone who tries to take advantage of a 
system that is designed to provide 
financial help to those who are most in 
need. 

“It’s important that people contact us 
immediately when their circumstances 
change as this could affect the benefits 
they are receiving and they could be 
committing benefit fraud.” 


County refuses UKIP call to 
review highways contract 


A BID to increase competition and 
raise the quality of road repairs in 
Essex has been blocked by County 
Hall. 

A motion calling for the existing 
repairs contract with Ringway facobs 
to be re-negotiated was put to Essex 
County Council. 

UKIP councillors argued that a sin¬ 
gle contract removed all competition 
from other potential firms and 
meant local companies would be 
unable to compete in the future. 

Instead they suggested that no con¬ 
tract should be for more than half of 
all ‘reactive’ maintenance or one- 
quarter of maintenance, with 
remaining work split between at 
least five unconnected companies. 

Members of the Labour group said 
district, borough and city councils 
should be given more control of road 
repairs. 

They said local authorities should 
be given the funding to tackle pot¬ 
holes in their area, allowing greater

flexibility, accountability and the 
ability to prioritise repairs as they 
see fit. 

Both political parties agreed there 
was public dissatisfaction at the state 
of the county’s road network. 

Figures released by ECC in April 
revealed that in the previous quarter 
the number of outstanding defects 
on priority one roads had fallen from 
1,796 to 1,280, and on priority two 
roads from 3,746 to 3,296. But it 
blamed the wet weather for the num¬ 
ber of potholes on local roads rising 
from 10,397 to 11,674. 

Reported defects on Harlow’s 125 
miles of road rose from 610 to 632. 

Despite the concerns of opposition 
councillors the council said the con¬ 
tract was awarded after a “robust 
and transparent” procurement pro- 


The authority said it brought 
together nine separate contracts and 
the majority of the county cou-ncil’s 
highways staff into one single organ¬ 
isation. 

Conservative councillor Rodney 
Bass, cabinet member for highways 
and transportation, said: “We rigor¬ 
ously monitor the contract, with 
monthly reports on roads and foot¬ 
ways defects, quarterly Ringway 
facobs performance reviews and an 
annual contract review.” 

He explained that nearly 80 per 
cent of sub-contractors hired by 
Ringway facobs for Essex Highways 
work are businesses based or located 
in Essex. 

Cllr Bass said: “We are successfully 
tackling defects on roads and foot¬ 
ways throughout Essex, alth-ough 
there is still much work to be done. 

“Adverse weather over the last few 
winters has taken its toll on roads in 
Essex as it has across the country, but 
defects on the county’s main routes 


maintained by Essex Highways are 
down. 

“We have also invested in repairs to 
the footway network. 

“We have obtained 50 per cent 
more money to spend on both capital 
and revenue schemes for new-road 
building and maintenance for the 
current year. This will make a sub¬ 
stantial difference.” 

Ringway facobs formed a 10-year 
partnership with ECC in April 2012 - 
called Essex Highways - to tackle 
potholes, other road defects and gen¬ 
eral transport schemes across the 
county. 

Estimated to be worth around 
£lbn, the contract terms, scrutiny 
and length have all been called into 
question by opposition councillors 
over the past year. 

Last September a new system of 
prioritising highways repairs acco¬ 
rding to the grade of road was estab¬ 
lished. It’s success will be measured 
when 12 months of data is available.

Lola blamed for 
suspension of 
post deliveries

because their postman is being terrorised by 
a terrier. 

Lola, a five-year-old Jack Russell Patterdale, 
has escaped from her owner on three occa¬ 
sions and allegedly bitten the worker twice. 

Royal Mail revealed that the incidents were 
just the tip of the iceberg in the CM postcode 
area, with 33 attacks having taken place in the 
last year. 

Suspending deliveries is the company’s last 
resor, but on this occasion it has deemed that 
action necessary. 

Lola’s owner, 44-year-old Maria Busciglio, 
said she was feeling awkward and embar¬ 
rassed about the situation, which has affected 
11 out of 19 houses in Cherry Gardens. 

After Lola first escaped around this time last 
year, mother-of-three Maria said: “The dog 
warden came round and gave me a little bit of 
training on how to stop her getting out because 
she used to be really bad. She’s been much bet¬ 
ter since.” 

She explained how Lola’s two subsequent 
escapes had been mishaps. 

“The second incident, the side gate in the 
garden is broken so Lola pushed it and got 
through a gap,” said Maria, who has blocked 
the gap with bins. 

Regarding the most recent incident, last 
month, Maria said: “My youngest, Callum, 
who’s three, opened the door. I was in the 



kitchen and the dog ran out. The kids said 
‘Mum, Lola’s gone out’ so I’ve gone out there, I 
got her in and shut the door. 

“I then went down the road after the post¬ 
man and asked him if he wanted to give me the 
mail and he just totally ignored me.” 

Maria said she had been so dismayed by the 
postman’s attitude that she is considering 
starting a petition against him delivering to 
Cherry Gardens in future. 

A spokesman for Royal Mail said: “We are 
investigating this matter. The postman has 
been attacked on three occasions and the 
health and safety of our staff is of the utmost 
importance. 

“We are still seeking assurances from the dog 
owner that the dog in question will be kept 
secured while we make deliveries. We apolo¬ 
gise to all affected customers and would like to 
assure them that we are working with the 
owner to resolve the situation as quickly as 
possible.” 

Residents have reported just one or two deliv¬ 
eries since Easter. In the meantime they have 
to collect their mail from the town’s sorting 
office in Station Road. 

A dog awareness week will be held by Royal 
Mail at the end of next month when it will pub¬ 
lish dog attack figures and call on owners to be 
responsible. 

Last year in ther CM postcode there were six 
attacks in Harlow, one in Bishop’s Stortford 
and eight in Braintree.

Poppy love 


DURING the First World War, the 
blasted and bombed battlefields across 
Europe created ideal conditions for the 
poppy to flourish. 

It was a sight which, in 1915, inspired 
Canadian Lieutenant Colonel John 
McCrae to write the well-known war 
poem In Flanders Fields, with poppies 
growing there 'row on row', and a 
such, this vivid red flower has become 
synonymous with the great loss of life 
and sacrifices made in war. 

This year, to mark the centenary of 
the start of the First World War, poppy 
displays will rightly abound nationwide. 

The Royal Botanic Garden Edinburgh 
is creating a poppy field to be in full 
bloom in late July, Gunby Hall and 
Gardens in Lincolnshire has its own 
poppy trail, and there's poppy planting 
at Sheffield Park in East Sussex (www. 
nationaltrust.org.uk) and beautiful 
displays at Dyrham Park near Bath. 

Poppies will also feature heavily in 
Birmingham City Council's exhibit in 
the Great Pavilion at the RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show this year, while t ens of 
thousands of poppies have also been 
sown by children, soldiers, civic leaders, 
community organisations, clergy and 
faith groups nationwide as a joint act 
of remembrance. 

The field poppy or corn poppy, 
Papaver rhoeas, is the poppy of 
wartime remembrance. This annual 
flower can lie dormant for many years 
before germination which is then often 
triggered when the soil is disturbed. It's 
perfect planted in a sunny wildflower 
garden or a meadow where it will self-

seed freely. 

Throughout history, a new generation 
of corn poppies was germinated each 
year as land was ploughed and grain 
scattered. It is a plant relevant to 
many cultures - to the Egyptians it 
symbolised blood and rebirth, while the 
Romans hailed it as the sacred crop of 
Ceres. 

Its family, papaveraceae, is relatively 
small, with less than 800 species, 
but the types vary greatly in size 
and colour. Among the largest are 
the flowers of P. orientale 
Goliath Group, appearing 
atop shoulder-high stems. 

The petals share the same 
tissue-paper look as their 
smaller cousins, yet poppy 
types range from the 
toughest hardy perennials 
to pretty annuals, from 
giants with tall spires such 
as P. pilosum, to ground- 
hugging alpines. They 
are all followed by round 
decorative seedpods. 

By far the most showy 
and most familiar in the garden is 
Papaver orientale, which adds dramatic 
highlights to early summer with their 
spectacular blooms. The typical oriental 
poppy is a hardy perennial which 
produces scarlet flowers with a black 
blotch at the bottom of each petal, but 
you can get other colours including 
pink, orange, white and plum. Stunning 



varieties include 'Mrs Perry', with large 
salmon-pink blooms and 'Patty's Plum', 
which is dark and dramatic. 

Most named oriental poppies are 
sterile and can be propagated by 
root cuttings, while species poppies 
rely on seed to keep them going. 

P. somniferum, the opium poppy 
enjoyed for its ornamental value, is 


a prolific self-seeder, but it's best to 
save some of its seeds to sow where 
you actually want them to be. 

All poppies have a dainty 
appearance but many don't need 
staking. However, you must remove 
the dead blooms to prolong the 
flowering season. Good companions 
to oriental poppies include the frothy 
flowers of Gypsophila paniculata, 
penstemon and agapanthus. 

Most poppies prefer sun and 


moist soil but several, including the 
Welsh poppy, Meconopsis cambrica, 
prefer stretches of woodland in 
dappled shade, where they colonise 
ground between bluebells and wood 
anemones. 

So while the field poppy will always 
remain one of the most powerful and 
poignant images of remembrance, its 
wider family in all its glorious colours 
and forms has earned itself a well- 
deserved place in the British garden.

THE trick with any home 
improvement is to make it 
suit the property. 

Whether it’s a revamp of 
an existing bathroom or 
the addition of a whole 
new wing, keep a close 
eye on what you’re adding 
to the property for any 
future sale. 

Do your research to find 
out which alterations will 
add value — or at least 
saleability — and just how 
far should you go. 

Although it can be 
tempting to go for high 
end, designer taps or the 
very latest and priciest 
recessed light fittings, if 
you’re installing them in a 
modest two-bedroom 
apartment you’re not likely 
to recoup your costs when 
you come to sell. 

If it’s your ‘forever home’ 
it’s a very different matter, 
but if you’re planning a 
revamp there are 
substantially cheaper 
imitations on the market 
that do a very good job. 

The ‘make the 
improvement suit the 
property’ theory works 
both ways. If you are doing 
up a luxury house at the 
top end of the market then 
don’t cut corners.

WHEN it comes to knowing about the benefits 
of exercise, unless you’ve been cut off from all 
means of communication and living on Alpha 
Centauri for the past 20 years, you really can’t 
plead ignorance. 

The reason our parents and grandparents 
were fitter, healthier and slimmer wasn’t just 
down to eating less processed food - how 
could anyone who’s ever tasted them forget 
spam fritters - it was because they didn’t sit 
around on their.. . chairs for hour after sed¬ 
entary hour. 

We know that we need to move more but 
what and how much is appropriate at different 
stages throughout our lives? 

Babies, as any mother knows, will be fling¬ 
ing their little limbs around even while they are 
still in the womb. Once they have arrived, mo¬ 
tivate them to be physically active by encour¬ 
aging them to reach out, grasp your finger and 
to move their head, body and limbs around. 

Once they are crawling coax them into be¬ 
ing as active as possible in a safe, supervised 
environment. 

Unless they are asleep, young children 
shouldn’t be inactive for any length of time. 
Sitting them down in front of the TV for hour 
after hour may give you some respite from 
inquisitive little mischief-makers but it’s not 
going to do their health or development any 
good. 

Play is not only the most effective it’s 
also the most fun way for kids en¬ 
gage in energetic activity. Swim¬ 
ming, climbing, skipping, dancing, 
riding a bike, playing hide-and- 
seek aren’t activities that will 
break the bank but they will be 
major investments for their fu¬ 
ture health and happiness. 

It’s hard enough being a teen¬ 
ager without someone con¬ 
stantly telling you to get up, tidy 
your bedroom and go outside 
into the fresh air. Fresh air? 
Boring! But at least 60 minutes 
of physical activity every day is 
recommended of which cycling, 
playing football, running, swim¬ 
ming, skateboarding, walking the 





dog, dancing or gymnastics are all box-tick¬ 
ing pursuits. Muscle-strengthening and bone 
strengthening exercise is just as important at 
this stage of a young person’s devlopment so 
head off to the high rope adventure and as¬ 
sault courses. They can be challenging as well 
as fun. 

Ideally, adults aged between 19-64 should 
be aiming for at least two and a half hours of 
moderate activity such as cycling or fast walk¬ 
ing every week. One way to achieve that is to 
do 30 minutes on five days a week. It will raise 
your heart rate and make you breathe faster 
and feel warmer. If you can still talk, but you 
can’t sing the words to a song, then you’re 
putting in the required level of energy - either 
that, or you’ve forgotten the lyrics. Try and slot 
some muscle-strengthening activities such 
as lifting weights, doing sit-ups, gardening or 
yoga a couple of times a week into your regu¬ 
lar programme and, much as you might like to, 
don’t ignore the positive impact that an hour 
or so of aerobic activity, such as a game of sin¬ 
gles tennis or football or a good run will have. 
In general, 75 minutes of vigorous-intensity 
activity can give similar health benefits to 150 
minutes of moderate-intensity activity.

Sixty-five is the new . . . well, it seems to 
change from month to month. What you can 
be sure of is, if you’re generally fit and have 
no underlying mobility problems, it’s no longer 
an excuse to say you’re taking it easy in re¬ 
tirement. 

Aim for that 150 minutes of moderate-in- 
tensity activity such as cycling or fast walking 
every week and on two or more days aim to 
exercise all the major muscles. Or set aside 
75 minutes a week to play tennis or go run¬ 
ning or schedule an equivalent mix 
of moderate and vigorous intensity 
aerobic activity: for example two 
30 minute runs plus 30 minutes of 
fast walking. Whichever plan you 
choose to follow, don’t forget the 
muscle-strengthening activities on 
two or more days a week too. Dai¬ 
ly activities such as shopping, 
gardening and housework all 
count towards your fitness 
plan - and they keep your 
house and garden clean 
and tidy too! 

OK, so you’re a busy 
professional 
person.

Leave it out. 

Your body needs to work as efficiently and 
effectively as your business. You wouldn’t let 
that run to rack and ruin would you? But how, 
I hear you protest, can you possibly find the 
time to get and stay fit? 

Well, you could try getting your workout 
done first thing in the morning before any¬ 
thing important has a chance to come up. It 
will give you energy and it will produce ‘feel 
good’ hormones called endorphins that will 
carry you through your busy day. 

In the same way that you arrange im¬ 
portant meetings with colleagues and 
employees, schedule an appointment 
with yourself for a burst of activity - 
and don’t cancel it! 

If there’s no way you can squeeze 
in an hour-long work-out, aim for sev¬ 
eral short 10 minute bouts of exer¬ 
cise. Push-ups, squats and exercises 
that target multiple muscle groups 
are great but even just standing 
up when you are answering the 
phone or doing a few lunges 
will help.

Different forms of electrotherapy are used 
within the clinic, which include ultrasound and 
interferential therapy. 

Therapeutic ultrasound is a treatment that 
has been successfully used by physiothera¬ 
pists for 50 years to treat soft tissue injuries. 
Ultrasonic waves cause a high speed vibration 
of the cells, during contact between the ma¬ 
chine and the skin using a water based gel. 
The patient generally will feel nothing during 
treatment. 

This treatment is used to increase blood 
flow, reduce muscle pain and spasm, stimulate 


the production of collagen and reduce scar 
tissue. Interferential Therapy [IFT] is tradition¬ 
ally involves passing a low frequency electri¬ 
cal current through the injured / painful area. 
The treatment is not unpleasant, but instead 
a mild tingling sensation is experienced. The 
treatment encourages cellular changes de¬ 
pending upon the frequencies selected. Many 
conditions can be treated where inflammation 
and pain is present e.g. sports injuries, arthritic 
conditions, bruising and swelling. It can also be 
used to speed healing following surgery, frac¬ 
tures and manipulation. 


Shockwave 



Radial Shockwave Therapy has impressive re¬ 
sults for chronic tendon injuries. A shockwave 
is a mechanical wave that initiates an inflam¬ 
mation-like response in the tissue that is being 
treated. The body responds by increasing the 
blood circulation and metabolism in the area, 
which in turn accelerates the bodies own heal¬ 
ing process.

Very fine needles are in¬ 
serted in or close to the affected area, which 
can relieve pain and reduce muscle spasm. 

Electro acupuncture is also used at Mike 
Varney Physiotherapy. This involves connecting 
the needles to a device, which generates elec¬ 



trical pulses using small clips. Electro 
acupuncture uses two needles at a 
time so that the impulses can pass 
from one needle to the other. This 
produces a similar tingling sensation 
to the interferential therapy, which is 
not painful. 

Several pairs of needles can be 
stimulated simultaneously, usually 
for no more than 30 minutes at a 
time.

Intramuscular Stimulation [IMS] 
is a form of acupuncture that is 
particularly effective in treat¬ 
ing long term conditions.

During inflammation the 
space between the skin and 
muscle is reduced, causing 
compression and pain.

What you need to know about fruit 



Dr. Sumantra Ray is Senior Medical 
Advisor/Clinician Scientist based at 
the UK Medical Research Council 
(MRC) Human Nutrition Research 
Unit (HNR) in Cambridge. 


Is it too late to 
change the bad 
habits of a lifetime 
once you’ve had a 
heart attack, or if 
you have cardio¬ 
vascular disease 
or have followed 
certain, not so 
healthy dietary 
patterns all your 
life? 


It is never too late to start changing 
habits relating to diet and lifestyle. 

Of course it is much better to follow 
a healthy diet and lifestyle from the 
outset and avoid risk of heart attacks 
and stroke. This is known as primary 
prevention. However, secondary 
prevention approaches based on diet 
and lifestyle can also make a major 
difference to recovery and quality 
of life even after the development of 
cardiovascular disease. 


NEW research suggests that tucking 
into your five-a-day fruit and veg is 
good ... but seven or even 10 is better. 

We asked Dr. Sumantra Ray, medical 
doctor and clinician scientist, to sepa¬ 
rate fact from fiction for us. 


Why should we eat 
fruit and veg? 


Fruit and vegetables truly are na¬ 
ture’s gifts! Eating a variety of fresh 
fruit and vegetables provides us with 
much needed vitamins, minerals, 
fibre and other protective nutrients 
that form an essential component of 
a balanced diet. 



Dr Ray is currently leading a study 
looking at whether consuming the bio¬ 
active extracts from a range of fruit and 
vegetables might improve the health of 
our blood vessels. 

He is also investigating how diet pat-

Should we pay 
any attention to 
sensational media 
stories about diet.

Diet is an emotive and popular topic 
and foods are easy to turn into fads. 
Generally sensational media stories 
on diet are unlikely to be reliable 
and public health messages remain 
focussed on eating a variety of fruit 
and vegetables rather than focusing 
on single super-foods.

Is it a case of the 
more you eat, the 
better it is for 
you?

The messaging around ‘5-A-Day’ 
also encourages people to ‘just eat 
more’ fruit and vegetables in their 
diets. Generally the ability of indi¬ 
viduals to sustain many more than 
five portions of fruit and vegetables 
in their daily diet can be difficult so 
there is limited evidence on what 
might happen if people habitually 
consumed very high quantities of 
fruit and vegetables.

Are some fruit and 
veg better for you 
than others? And is 
there such a thing 
as ‘Superfoods’ and 
what do they do? 

There are currently a number of 
studies investigating the potential 
effects of individual fruits and veg¬ 
etables. However the evidence from 
such studies still needs to emerge 
in a convincing manner to tell us 
whether there are any differences 
arising from consuming more of cer¬ 
tain fruit or vegetables than others. 
Generally ‘superfoods’ are a product 
of marketing and advertising and the 
rule of thumb is that we simply need 
to meet our dietary requirements for 
various nutrients. Taking excessive 
quantities of particular nutrients 
thought to be present in so called 
‘super-foods’ may not provide any 
added benefit. 


And finally Dr Ray, 
do you always eat 
healthily - and if 
not, what’s your 
favourite ‘naughty 
but nice’ treat? 

Whilst I would love to say that I al¬ 
ways eat healthily, unfortunately I do 
succumb to the taste buds at times. 
For me ‘naughty but nice’ treats are 
dishes that combine a variety of unu¬ 
sual flavours and often a medley of 
spices. There is much interest in the 
potential health benefits of spices 
but I must confess that I simply like 
the taste!

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Wake-up call 

As the old saying goes, prevention is better than cure - and 
when it comes to long-term health, the experts couldn’t agree 
more. Abi Jackson reports 


IT’S probably impossible to live a life that’s com¬ 
pletely illness free. And, to quote another common 
phrase, nothing is certain but death and taxes - we 
humans aren’t designed to live forever. 

If we’re lucky though, we’ll enjoy a decent innings. 
But while a long, healthy life is a blessing, it’s not 
entirely down to luck. 

Some of the UK’s biggest killer diseases - heart 
disease, stroke, cancer, lung and liver disease - 
are, to a significant extent, preventable. 

A major study published in The Lancet last year 
reported that the UK was falling behind other 
Western countries in managing such illnesses, 
with the five conditions mentioned above respon¬ 
sible for more than 150,000 deaths in under-75s 
a year in England alone. 

A fifth of these [30,000] are estimated to be 
avoidable. 

It’s a cost issue too, with lifestyle-related dis¬ 
eases placing an ever-increasing burden on the 
NHS. 

Diabetes costs the NHS £10 billion a year [10% 
of its entire budget]. While Type 1 diabetes is not 
preventable, Type 2, the form linked with lifestyle 
factors, is largely avoidable - and it’s this form 
which is costing the most, accounting for around 
90% of the 3.2 million people currently diagnosed 
with diabetes in the UK. 

Coronary heart disease, the number one killer 
causing 74,000 UK deaths a year, comes in at 
an annual cost of £2 billion, and circulatory and 
heart diseases collectively [including stroke, heart 
attacks and cardiomyopathy] kill 161,000 a year, 
with an estimated overall bill of £19 billion, for 
what are classed as premature deaths. 




The risk factors for many of these conditions are 
well documented - smoking’s a huge health-zap- 
per, and alcohol and a poor diet. Not getting 
enough regular exercise and being overweight or 
obese are also linked with an increased chance of 
serious long-term health problems. 

That’s not to say that only people who don’t 
look after themselves get sick. Even elite athletes 


can suffer a heart attack, and 
many forms of cancer can 
seemingly strike at random, 
belying years of healthy living. 

Scientists are making huge 
strides in genetic research, 
and a number of genetic risk 
factors have been identified 
for many major diseases, but 
it could be a long time before 
these are unlocked entirely. 

Meanwhile, what is certain - in 
the minds of key experts at least 
- is that lifestyle does play a role, 
enough of a role that it’s worth all of us 
taking steps to invest in our future health 
by looking after ourselves today. 

“Sadly, for a lot of people, it’s the heart attack 
or the stroke that finally pushes them to stop 
smoking, whereas they’d have done a lot better to 
have stopped much earlier,” says the British Heart 
Foundation’s Dr Mike Knapton. 

Professor Jeremy Pearson, the charity’s associ¬ 
ate medical director for research, stresses the im¬ 
portance of raising awareness that arteries begin 
to narrow - the process that culminates in heart 
disease - years earlier. 

“You don’t get a heart attack hopefully until 
you’re in your fifties through to your seventies, 
but this is a process that actually starts when you 
are very young,” he says. 

“We need to be shouting more about how this is 
a disease that begins from the word go, and there 
are things you can do about it. People can adjust 
their lifestyles early on to reduce their eventual 


chances of a heart attack, rather than waiting until 
they’re told they actually have a problem. 

“This is very difficult for people to understand. 
If you don’t lead a healthy lifestyle as you grow 
up, you’re pre-destined, if you like, to have a heart 
attack later in life. We need to make this clearer.” 

Not smoking and not consuming too much 
alcohol are two of the main steps in having a 
healthy lifestyle. 

Beyond that, eating well, 
taking regular exercise 
and managing stress 
effectively can all 
play a part in long¬ 
term health. 


Three experts share their advice for getting started 




“Staying active’s absolutely vital,” 
says osteopath and physiotherapist Tim 
Allardyce (www.surreyphysio. co.uk ). 
“Everything in the body’s designed to 
move; joints, muscles, the blood that 
circulates, even our bowels! 

“When you feel sluggish, listen to your 
body - get up, get your heart pumping! 
Next time you’re feeling tired, go for a 
short, brisk walk rather than having a 
nap. You’ll feel better for it.” 

The benefits of exercise are practically 
boundless. 

“It’s great for our cardio¬ 
vascular system (the bit that 
helps us breathe and gets 
oxygen to our organs 
and muscles). It also 
helps our bowels 
stay healthy, keeps 
muscles strong and 
joints more flexible. 

“Getting active is 
simple: exercise a 
little each day. Your 
weekly activity may 
not be going to the gym 
five times; instead go for 
three 20-minute walks, 
swim once a week, cycle 
every Sunday morning for 
an hour. After a few weeks 
you’ll start to feel great in 
both your mind and body.” 

If you’ve been inactive 
for a while, start slowly, 
and speak with your doctor 
if you have existing health 
problems. 







“People are aware that a healthy 
diet can affect health, but I don’t 
think people generally understand 
just how essential it is,” says 
British Dietetic Association spokes¬ 
person Sioned Quirke, who has her 
own healthy eating website [www. 
quirkynutrition.co.uk). “Many peo¬ 
ple don’t like the idea of having to 
take medication, but don’t realise 
that your diet and lifestyle is the 
most powerful drug of all - and 
you control it!” 

With so many conflicting 
headlines about what’s good and 
bad for us, eating healthily can 
be confusing, but reliable experts 
believe a sensible balance is key. 

“It’s very beneficial to have a 
variety of foods, including foods 
from each of the five food groups. 
Portion control’s very important, 
as we tend to overindulge. 

“Remember that no foods are 
‘banned’, you just need to be 


‘treat-wise’ and not go overboard. 
The five-a-day fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles recommendation’s also very 
important.” 

There’s increasing evidence 
linking childhood diet to health 
consequences later in life. “It’s 
never too early to start getting 
into good habits,” adds Quirke. 
“Children learn from their parents 
- so if you have a healthy diet, so 
will they. 

“Get children involved in food 
choices, knowing where foods 
come from and cooking early. Also, 
persevere! It can take up to 15 
exposures for a child to accept a 
food, so if they weren’t keen for the 
first few attempts, keep trying.” 

Sugar-laden fizzy drinks should 
be occasional treats, and people 
often fall short of the recommend¬ 
ed two-litres of fluid a day. Sipping 
water regularly will boost health 
and keep you hydrated. 


Stress is a normal fact of life. Our 
bodies react to challenging situa- 
t tions by triggering a ‘fight or flight’ 
response, releasing chemicals, 
including adrenalin, to kick us 
into action. It’s only when chronic 
stress builds up that it becomes a 
health concern. 

In research terms, stress is a 
relatively new area and while there 
isn’t as much clear evidence of its 
role in long-term health as factors 
like smoking, it’s importance is 
increasingly acknowledged. 

It can also lead to a number of 
things which, in turn, don’t do our 
health any favours - impacting 
sleep, for instance. 

Managing stress, like eating 
well and being active, requires 
proactive effort. “We often just 
continue on our daily treadmill, 
ignoring the little signs that our 
body provides us with, like sleep¬ 
ing difficulties, rapid heart rate, 


changes in eating habits and bowel 
movement,” says wellbeing expert 
Annie Aulds ( www.wisteriaholisti- 
chealth.co.uk). 

“It’s only when our body makes 
the signs more obvious, like clin¬ 
ical depression or a heart attack, 
that it forces us to stop. 

“It’s so important to listen to 
your body, understand its needs 
and act early while the symptoms 
are still self-manageable.” 

Relaxation shouldn’t feel like 
a guilty indulgence; it’s a health 
necessity! Don’t let shortage of 
time or money be an excuse - 
even taking half an hour a couple 
of times a day to go for a peaceful 
walk, or listen to music, will count. 
Take control and have a break from 
that smartphone/laptop, organ¬ 
ise your priorities and identify 
any specific triggers, like money 
worries or problems at work, which 
may be a factor.

One of the barriers to taking up cycling is 
a perception of the physical danger posed 
by motor traffic. However, the real risks are 
minimal and research suggests that these 
are outweighed by the health benefits by 
a factor of around twenty to one. It may be 
more risky to your health to be sedentary.

Essex county champions after a 
great day for the trio and Harlow 
Athletic Club. 

Harryman won both the U-17 80m 
hurdles (12.26s) and U-17 long jump 
at Chelmsford. 

Her long jump was a massive 
personal best (PB) of 5.94m. 

Her training partner, Marklew (15), 
picked up gold in the U-17 high jump 
with a PB of 1.84m and claimed 
bronze in the U-17 shot put. 

Marklew’s leap of 1.84m in the 
high jump beat the silver medallist 
by a massive distance of 14cm. 

Later that day, Marklew gained a 
bronze medal in the shot put with a 
very respectable 12.09m throw, 
which was just a few centimetres 
short of his PB. 

Last month, Marklew was crowned 
Essex county octathlon champion 
and ranks number one in the UK for 
the eight-event championship.

GOLFER Gabriella Cowley can earn her place 
in history when she makes her Curtis Cup 
debut for Great Britain & Ireland, as the team 
bid to end 20 years of hurt when they look for 
their first victory on American soil in this 
competition since 1994, writes ALAN SCOTT. 

Cowley, of Threshers Barn near Harlow, only 
turned 18 in March but knows age is no bar¬ 
rier and says it’s a dream come true to be 
called up for the eight-person GB&I team for 
the first time in her blossoming young career. 

The youngster, a member at Ware’s Hanbury 
Manor Golf & Country Club, heads to America 
on Monday for two weeks’ intensive practice 
and preparation ahead of the start of the 
three-day tournament being 
held at the St Louis Country 
Club in St Louis, Missouri 
from June 6-8. 

“This is what I have 
worked so hard for. I 
feel we are going to 
win it. We are a good 
team and everyone is 
playing well,” said Cowley, 
who plays off +4 and plans 
to turn professional in 
December. 

“It’s a big achievement. 

It’s the thing that I’ve 
worked for the most this 
season.” 

GB&I are holders of the com¬ 
petition having triumphed in 
Scotland, the last time it was held 
two years ago. 

However, Cowley knows how tough 
it will be on American soil. 

Even in 1994, the sides drew 9-9 which 
meant GB&I retained the trophy. They last 
actually won in America in 1986 at Prairie 
Dunes Country Club in Hutchinson in Kansas, 
a 13-5 thrashing for the U.S team. 


“It’s going to be hard because it’s in America. 
They are going to have all their fans. I think 
we will just go and play. It’s an experience in 
itself just to play,” she said. 

The Curtis Cup is played in a Ryder Cup for¬ 
mat of fourballs, foursomes and singles, and 
is the world’s premier team competition for 
amateur women golfers. 

The historic competition was first played in 
1932, and is named after sisters Harriot and 
Margaret Curtis, with four victories in the 
U.S. Women’s Amateur Open between them. 
The sisters donated the trophy for the compe¬ 
tition. 

This will be the first time Cowley will have 
played in America. 

“I looked a little bit at the course [in 
Missouri], it’s not very long. I think it’s quite 
tight. You have to put the ball in the right 
positions because the greens are sloping. It’s 
going to be like Augusta. 

“We will just take every game as it 
comes. Two years ago they [GB&I] 
came from behind. You are never 
out of it until the end. 

“There’s a lot of top players in our 
team. Everyone who is in the team 
has to be good.” 

Cowley was named in the GB&I 
team alongside her friend, 
17-year-old Annabel Dimmock. 
The pair recently helped 
England win the Nations Cup, 
great preparation for this 
event. 

Cowley watched the GB&I 
team win in 2012 - the first 
time they had even won 
the competition in 18 
years - and is confident 
they can hold on to 
their title. “I knew 
most of the players

that played then. To see them win, we know 
that we can go and win as well,” she added.

“I was racing hard and trying to 
take Bates on the inside and 
committed to that,” Bowen said. 
“But he locked up and there was 
nothing I could do and went into 
the back of him. 

“I was thrown into the air but 
luckily my air jacket went off just 
before I landed to soften the 
impact. I’ve got bruising on my 
shoulder, but I’ll definitely be OK 
to ride on Sunday [at home to 
Plymouth, 2pm start]. 

“The only bad thing is I’ve 
written off my bike so it’s going to 
cost me a lot to replace it and it 
was going really well for me.” 

Silver said everyone had their 
hearts in their mouths as Bowen 
flew through the air. “It looked 



awful, but luckily Luke’s OK. I 
decided to rest him for his last 
[scheduled] ride. He’s so 
important to us and I didn’t want 
to risk him having any after 


effects from his crash. 

The meeting was won by 
Rockets 52-38. 

“It was a wonderful result for us, 
and there was some incredible 
racing,” said Silver. 

“It was neck and neck and they 
went into the lead and it looked 
like we would be in trouble. But 
then we got a 5-1 in Heat 9 and 
after that we took it by the scruff 
of the neck.” 

Silver was also pleased that his 
skipper, Jason Bunyan, was 
getting back to top form. 

“He’s much happier now. He had 
a good meeting and got a good 
win in Heat 9. He just needed 
some time to get back his form.”
